1. FOURIER, ENGLE, AND MURAVYEVA NOW HAVE CONFIRMED 
SEATS ON FLIGHT NO. D504, LEAVING KHABAROVSK NOVEMBER 18 
AT 0625 AND ARRIVING VLADIVOSTOK 0800 (ALL MOSCOW TIME). 

UNLESS YOU HEAR FURTHER FROM US, THEY SHOULD ARRIVE 
THEN. WERE THEY, HOWEVER, TO BE DROPPED OFF AT 
VOZDVIZHENKA AS YOU WERE, IT WOULD BE USEFUL FOR THEM TO 
KNOW HOW TO REACH YOU BY TELEPHONE. PLEASE ADVISE. 

2. AFTER LENGTHY GO-ROUND WITH VARIOUS OFFICIALS IN 
ATTEMPT TO MAKE LIESER TRAVEL POSSIBLE, WE WERE FINALLY 
TOLD BY MFA PROTOCOL (SHCHERBAKOV) THAT HIS CASE COULD 
ONLY BE RESOLVED BY RESOLVING WHOLE QUESTION OF RISING 
NUMBER OF AMERICANS IN ADVANCE PARTY, A MATTER BEST 
DISCUSSED IN WASHINGTON. SOVIET SIDE WAS CONCERNED, 

HE SAID, THAT OVERLOADING FACILITIES IN VLADIVOSTOK 
MIGHT LEAD TO "UNSANITARY CONDITIONS". THEREFORE 
LIESER WILL FOR TIME BEING NOT BE TRAVELING. 
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
